IVr Capita Consumption Excordrd By 
Only Tlirw Othor C'onntrlo* 

In cattle holdings Canada ranks 
twelfth among the countries or the 
world. There are eight countries 
with more swtne than Canada and 
apparently twenty with more sheep 
and lambs. The Dominion is ex¬ 
ceeded In meat consumption only by 
Argentina, New Zealand and Aus- 
tialia, the per capita consumption of 
these countries being respectively 
346.5 lbs., 311.6 lbs., and 227.2 lbs., 
against Canada s 156.3 lbs. Following 
come the United Kingdom, 127.2 lbs., 
France, 115.0 lbs., Germany, 104.2 
lbs., Denmark, 100.9 lbs., and Bel¬ 
gium 71.1 lbs. Canada’s per capita 
meat consumption is made up of 
G8.8 lbs. of beef, having increased to 
this from 60.9 lbs. in 1910; 81.4 lbs. 
of pork against 66.7 lbs. in 1910; 
6.1 lbs. of mutton and lamb, as com¬ 
pared with 8.7 lbs. in 1910; the total 
of 156.3 lbs. comparing with 136.3 
lbs. in the former year. 


Edilor Of Oxford Dictionary Search¬ 
ing For Definitions Off New 
Words 

So many new words havo been i 
coined in the past four decades, 
that thirty pages of the New Ox¬ 
ford Dictionary arc necessary to 
record only those beginning with the 
letter ”A.” This was revealed by 
Dr. O. T. Onions, who is editing the 
new supplement to the dictionary. 

It was not only such obvious ad¬ 
ditions as automobile and airplane 
that are giving the dictionary start 
a laborious task. The new words, 
according to Dr. Onion, include a 
" multitude of common colloquial¬ 
isms, technicalities that have be¬ 
come public currency, and labels, 
discoveries, inventions, names of ex¬ 
otic plants, garments, terms *of 
sport and of the now psychology. 

There are, for instance, auto¬ 
suggestion, auto-piano, auto-crotlsm. 
autogiro, accent in art, to put or get 
it across, apperception, the all-red 
line, apache, adenoids, aspidistra, 
acrobatic, alpha rays, drug addict, 
oirpath, airworthy, Anglo-phobiac 
and accelerometer.” 

In the original Oxford Diction¬ 
ary, published in 1888, "adenoid” was 
included but only as an adjective 
signifying glandlike. "Aspidistra’’ | 
is a plant long known in old-fash¬ 
ioned English homes, but it never 
before achieved a place in a diction¬ 
ary. On the other hand some words 
used in 3888 have since become ob¬ 
solete. The older meaning of "air¬ 
plane” was a plane or wing, while 
animatograph,” meaning moving 
picture, is now dead as a doornail. 

Dr. Onions is still searching for 
adequate definitions, quotations and 1 
exact references for many words. 
Musical terms which puzzle him 
are atomallty and attack. 

lie thinks he ought to include the 
word "agin" as in "agin the govern¬ 
ment,” and also the shopping term 
"on approval.” There is a further

Regulations Aim To Prevent U.S. 

Fishermen Selling In (nnndlitn 
Porta 

Possible International conference 
regarding the fishing treaty between 
Canada and the United States may 
come ns a direct result of the al¬ 
legation made by Oregon and Wash¬ 
ington fishermen of treaty violations 
on the part of the Dominion on the 
Taciflc Coast which have been for¬ 
warded from Seattle to Washington. 
D.C., and to Canadian Government I 
officials. 

The department of Marine and! 
Fisheries has Issued the following 
statement: "There is no desire on; 
the part of Canadian authorities to 
restrict in any way the privileges of 1 
which U.S. salmon trolling boats are' 
entitled in Canadian ports, but when I 
these boats are carrying on their 
fishing just outside Canadian water 
or along the Canadian coast they ar? i 
not being allowed to use such portsi 
for purpose of comfort and conveni¬ 
ence and so make them in a larg.. 
measure for practical purposes bas¬ 
es from which to operate. Seizures, 
were made only when such action 
appeared necessary to impress the 
above fact and seizures were not 
made until after the boats concerned. 
lmd received notification that Cana¬ 
dian ports might be used only for 
bena fide shelter or other treaty pur¬ 
poses.” 

At the present time U.S. porta 
charge a two cent duty on every 
pound of Canadian fish sold through 
them. The object of the Canadian 
regulations is to prevent United 
Slates fishermen selling their fish 
in Canadian ports and thus gaining 
ar adavantage of the Canadian fish¬ 
ermen. 


A Toronto newspaper opened a 
fund for the relief of the British un 
employed, particularly the miners 
and their families.

Perhaps you hays a nervcus dread 
of the hypodermic needle, and also 
shrink from having your tooth “fro- 
aen" preferlng to take gas Instead 
or, again, a gneral anaesthetic may 
be essential and you are undecelded 
ae to wheather you ehould take "gae" 
or Chloroform. 

By “gas" we Imply a type of gener¬ 
al anaesthetic the action of which Is 
much quicker and less prolonged 
than that of chlorform or ether. 

There are various typs of gas vtg; 
Somnoform, Ethylchlortde, or nltrue 
oxide. These anaesthetics are pre¬ 
ferable to Choloroform or Ether 
where a general anaesthetic le re¬ 
quired for a short operation, as will 
be seen from the following facte: 

The action of gas Is fairly rapid 
the normal period of Induction being 
one minute and fourty seconda, at 
which time unconsciousness should 
be Induced. The duration of tha an¬ 
aesthesia may be prolonged or Short¬ 
ened as required, by means of the con¬ 
trol. 

The period of recovery Is brief. It 
being brought about by shutting off 
the flow, when the patent le quickly 
restored to consciousness. Vary 
rarely does the patient exhibit symp¬ 
toms of nausea or prolonged mus¬ 
cular weakness following the recovery 
There Is no depressing action upon 
the heart, a slight stlmulaton being 
the only effect. 

The best time for administration of 
a gas anaesthetic Is In the morning 
or early afternoon, when one Is fresh 
and rested. No general anaesthetic 
should be given within from two to 
three hours of eating; hence the meal 
prior to the time of operation should 
be omitted. 

As with other general anaesthetic 
agents, the best results are obtained 
with those who approach In proper at- 
ude of mind, with tears allayed and 
fully confident that In no way will 
they be subjected to any unplaaaaat 
sensations. 

With extractions, one marked ad¬ 
vantage of a general anaesthetic over 
a local agent, Is that where the gener¬ 
al anesthetic Is employed there la a 
freer hemorrhage In the tooth socket 
consequently the risk of Infection 
subsequent to the operation la much 
less, and the liability of after sore¬ 
ness Is very much reduced. 

When the tooth Is badly abscessed 
It la extreamly dangerous to "frease" 
the gum as general blood poisoning 
may result. In such cases “gaa" 
becomes a Godsend. The tooth may 
| be removed with absolutly no pain 
to the patient and drainage estab¬ 
lished far more effectively that when 
local anaesthesia Is employed.
